The association will store the 
seed for the farm er and whenever the 
government makes its decision, the 
balance due will be paid for the seed. 
In case the government takes over 
the operation of the mills, it will 
pay the balance due. If a readjust­ 
ment of the prices recently set by 
the food administration is made the 
association will pay the balance due. 
The operators have backed up their 
action by offering the government 
the use of the plants and will oper­ 
ate them at actual cost. The associa­ 
tion expects representatives to be 
called to W ashington for a discussion 
of the matter.
